T  has  been  customary  for  the  Selma  High  School  to  send  representatives  to 


Trinity,  Wake  Forest,  and  Gnilford  Colleges  each  year  to  participate  in 
declamation  contests.  This  creates  an  interest  among  the  students  and  gives 
them  an  opportunity  to  speak  in  public.  !N'othing  is  more  helpful,  more  required, 
and  more  admired  than  to  be  able  to  speak  fluently  and  with  ease  before  a 
large  audience. 

Last  year  Floyd  Lee,  Jesse  Barden,  Ruth  Fulghnm,  and  Carr  Whitley  had 
the  pleasure  of  representing  Selma  Hig'h  School  in  declamation  contests  at 
Trinity,  Wake  Forest,  and  Guilford  Colleges  respectively.  Their  trips  were  both 
pleasant  and  beneficial. 

Last  year  at  Commencement  nine  of  the  high  school  students  participated  in  an 
oratorical,  an  essay,  and  a  reading  contest,  a  gold  medal  being  oflt'ered  for  the  best  of 
each.
